Whatever may be the results of the war in 
other respects, whatever government may he 
established la Franco or transformation tako 
place in other parts of Europe, Papal secular 
dominion Is at an end. 
The French soldiers 
have left Rome, never to return to uphold tho 
Papacy. 
The republicans of France, should 
they hold the government, certainly will not 
iaterfere with the Italians in their rapid pro­ 
gress toward appropriating the Papal territory 
and uniting all Italy. If by any chance the 
Orleans dynasty should be restored that would 
not make war on Italy to replace the Pope in 
tcmtioral power. 
No, not even the Donar 
partes wonld attempt to undo the work of 
Italian unity and to restoro tho Pope should 
they by any cxtraoi-dmary turu of the wheel 
of fortune regain power again in France. 
Under no circumstances can or will Franc® 
assume again the defence or restoration of tho 
falJou Papacy. Austria has cut loose from tho 
Pope. 
Spain ia too repubiican to think of 
interfering, and Is powerless. 
Catholic Ger­ 
many ia too liberal, and would not raise a 
fingt;r for the Pope. 
Of course none of the 
Protestant Powers will interfere. 
In fact, 
Pius the Ninth, as a temporal mler, is without 
a friend—Is more friendless, perhap.s, than 
even Napoleon. 
Tho army of the King of Italy is meeting 
with little resistance In its march on Rome. 
The Pope has no force capable of resisting. 
But the Papal troops even are fraternizlug 
with tho advancing Italians. 
Behind all is a 
greater power still—the republicans of Italy! 
Victor Emanuel is not unwilling in the least <o 
seize the opportunity of making Rome tho 
capital of bis kingdom and of uniting all the 
Italians nnilor one government, but If he were 
he could not resist the (lopular impulse. 
The 
agitation and enthusiasm of the people compel 
him to move. 
His own safety lies in that, if 
anywhere. 
Italy is republican to the core, 
and il is only by gratifying Ih»; ambition of the 
Italians in taking Rome that he may be able to 
save for a time his own crown. 
He is liberal 
and progressive and the people are willing to 
accept him for the tijna as a leader in the na­ 
tional movement. 
It Is probable, however, 
that Victor Emanuel is but the pioneer of the 
Italian republic ; for not only are the masses of 
Italy republican, but the cultivated and intel­ 
ligent classes hope to restore the former liber­ 
ties and glory of their country. 
They remem­ 
ber the ancient greatness of Italy and Romo 
under republican government, and their enthii- 
siasm is aroused to restore the past and to march 
in the way of modern progress. 
The occupa­ 
tion of Rome and the destruction of the tem­ 
poral power of the Pope are tho first step in the 
realization of their ardent and patriotic aspira­ 
tions. 
Ill a few days they will see this accom­ 
plished. 
Long centuries of darkncs.3 and re­ 
pression will yield to the culighteiied spirit of 
the age and liberty. 
What a change! 
What a 
magical political transformation within a few 
days! 
So wonderful arc these events that wo 
can barilly kcop paco with or realize them. 
II is said the Italian government assures the 
Pope that bis iudependeace will not be mo­ 
lested in any way. 
We can understand what 
(his means, and no doubt his Holiness under­ 
stands it. 
His personal independence will 
not be interfered with aud he may be left some 
authority over certain districts In Rome, em- 
8—some­ 
thing like that which a mayor has iu a city; 
but neither the King of Italy nor the Italian 
republicans will consent to his retention of 
sovereign territorial power over the city or 
Papal States. 
That is all this soothing lan­ 
guage about the independence of the Pope 
means. 
And why should his Holmess be 
troublcMl ? 
Why should he not be content ? 
lias he not lately got infallibility ? 
Is ho not 
tho chief of ail mortals, with immunity from 
error or wrong-doing? 
AVho can equal him ? 
Who is 80 blessed? 
It seems providential that 
be should have received infallibility just be­ 
fore tliis wouderful revolution and just when 
he most needed it. 
After all, neither Victor 
Emanuel nor the Italian republicans can deprive 
him of his spiritual supremacy. 
He should 
now put himself at the head of the people and 
tho democratic moveinonts of the age.

could thus become more powerful than ho ever 
has been or than any of his predecessors. Tho 
loss of his leiaporal power would be more 
Ih an compensated by the moral influence ho 
would exercise nnd the good he would do. 
No on*' can contemplate the extraordinary 
events of the time without asking if there bi;

History 
affords no parallel to tlicm. 
The ambitious 
plans aud designs of the foremost man In 
Europe are shattercd .almost la an instant. 
The C!C.<arism which Napoleon had been trv- 
ing to erect upon the ruined liberties aud blood 
of the lieople has vanished like a dream.

oldest sovtirelgnty «if Europe—tliat of tho 
Pope—i« rapidly passing away like a mist be­ 
fore tho sun.

telligence is permeating through the masses 
of the people and they arc clamoring for their 
rights and liberties.

dawn of a wonderful transformation in the 
world.

tho English gofornment to mediata between 
Franco and Germany is announced by the 
London JV/nes of yesterday to have been pro­ 
ductive of no remit; and that Journal adds 
that tho war muet go on. 
It is nuderstood 
that be offered an indemally of one hundred 
million dollars, tho surrender of half th» fleet and 
the dismaatfcnent of the fortresses of Metz and 
Strasbourg. A despatch from Brussels repre­ 
senta it as almost certain that Prussia will refuse 
to entertain propositions looking to an armis­ 
tice, because an armistice would delay army 
ope^atíon^ and, iu case the negotiations should 
be unsuccessful, would render the situation of 
the Germán army much less favorable than it 
now Is. 
One of our correspondents at Paris telagraphs 
the particulars of an interview which he had 
with M. Ernest Picard, Minister of Finance. 
It is a moat melancholy despairing confession 
of the military weakness of the French nation. 
It seems that thn interview was specially 
accorded for the purpose of acquainting the 
Ameriwn people, through the columns of the 
H braia>, of tho situation of aff.iirs as viewed 
by the Ministry ilseli; and of sümulatiag the 
sympathy and good offices of the people and 
governmoot of the United States. 
M. Picard, 
after deploring the horrible condition to which 
France ia reduced, declares that the responsi­ 
bility of provoking the war lay with the impe­ 
rial government, and that the government of 
the republic would have roost gladly retreated, 
from the position by agroelug to an honorable 
peace. Franee was at first, he said, compelled 
to figlit without cause, and now it was com­ 
pelled to fight without hope. 
The Ministry 
had turned in every direction in search of a 
friendly and powerful mediator to aid in 
arranging terms of peace, but bad been disap­ 
pointed on all sides. 
It was to the American 
government alone that France owed gratitude 
for its friendly action. 
M. Picard, in tho 
course of the interview, confessed the ina­ 
bility of tiie republican government, hardly 
more than a week old, to contend against tho 
vast military force arrayed against it, nnd 
declared that France had been left by the 
Emperor without an army, without arms and 
without money. 
On the whole this exhibit by M. Picard is 
one of the most saddening and discouraging 
circumstances'that we have yet had to notice. 
We hope that he has exaggerated the des- 
perateness of the situation and that France is 
by no means In the hopeless condition which 
he describes. General Trocho, the commander 
of Paris, soems to take a more soldierly and 
confident view of affairs, lie docs not despair 
of the republic and expects to make a success­ 
ful defence of the capital. 
The Minister of 
Justice, too, M. Gn'mienx, who is entrusted 
Uh the government of those departments that 
have not yet baen Invaded by the Germans, 
appeals to the god of battles in a proclamation 
anuouncing the approach of the Prussians and 
calliug upon all Frenchmen to rise against tiie 
invaders and drive them out, as their fathers 
did in 1792. 
We may assume that the German army ia 
to-day in a position in front of the fortifica­ 
tions of Paris, incsmnch as detnchraeots of 
uhlans and eng’neers were yesterday signalled 
within a few miles distance. 
To-morrow, 
perhaps, the formal demand for the surrendor 
of tho forts and city will be made, and 
will be, of course, refused. 
Then tho real, 
earnest bloody work of the siege will com­ 
mence. 
On the result will depend not only 
the national oxistenc*? of France, but also the 
question whether Europe is to bo governed 
under popular or under military institutions, 
whether the reign of law or of force Is to be 
established. If Paris makes a successful resist­ 
ance the republic of France will stand, and 
its example will be followed by tho other 
nations of Europe. 
If Paris falls the republio 
falls, and with it the hopes of free institutions 
iu Europe, for this generation, at Iqgst. 
Is it 
any wonder, therefore, that tho sympathies of 
the American people are given to France in 
this terrible life-and-«lcath stniggle ? 
Or ia it 
a matter of surprise that the kingly Powces 
resist the appeals of the French government 
to come to its aid? The secret of our sym­ 
pathy and of their antipathy lie# in the very 
fact that the contest between republicanism 
and monarchy is to bo fought out befoi e tho 
walls of Paris. 
There has been no confirmation of the fall of 
Metz and the surrender of Bazaine’a army, of 
which rumors were in circulation in London on 
Tuesday that wore believed in the Prussian 
Embassy there. 
Nor is there any news of a 
definite character from that point. 
The latest 
from Strasbourg is contained in a despatch 
from General Ulrich to the government at 
Paris, dated on tho 9th inst., in which ho de­ 
scribes affairs in the beleagiiercd city as in a 
deplorable condition and gromng worse; says 
that the bombardment is incessant and fright­ 
ful, but declares his intention to hold out to 
the last. 
There have beeu popular risings against tho 
French gnvemraent at Nice and Mentone, at 
which places the French authorities have been 
«lisplaced and roannexatiuu to Italy proclaimed. 
From all this it is but too evident that tho 
position of France is desperat«> ia the «‘xlreme, 
lict us hope, however, tliat the good fortune 
which has so often attended French valor aud 
putriotisin will come back again iu this hour of 
dirtist need and redeem the sufferings and bumill- 
ations through which the nation is passing.

The Peeitlou o f Kneland 
The position of England In reference to 
Interveation iu behalf of peace between Prus­ 
sia and France may be simply defined as a 
podtion of hostUity to the French republic. M. 
Thiers, as the reprosontative of the republic, 
undertook the delicate mission the othor day 
of sounding her Britannic Majesty’s govern­ 
ment on this question of peace. 
Although bo 
came folly qualified by tho new de faeto gov­ 
ernment of France he oonld not be offlolally 
received in Downing street, as England will 
not, as it stands, recognize the French repub­ 
lic. 
Earl Granville, however, called on M. 
Thiers, and, in a sort of semi-offlelal eapaolty, 
conferred with him on the important business 
of hia mission. 
The Earl, at this strange 
meeting, we are told, exhibited all his well 
known courtesy and suavity, and said:—“ If 
my earnest wishes eould be of any avail peace 
would soon restore France to her former pros­ 
perity." 
M. Thiers assured hit lordship that “ France 
is quite able sod willing to defend herself 
against all foes; but she earnestly desires 
peace, and It is for that reason that, by me, 
she now ssks England, upon whose action all 
the Powers of Europe are now waiting, 
to join in securing France such terms 
of peace 
as 
she 
can 
honorably 
ac­ 
cept.’’ Earl Granville replied, 
“I do not 
see how England can interfere j but I think I 
may say that, while preserving a etriot 
neutrality (in fornisbing France with arms 
and Prussia with horses, all In the way of 
trade), England will present to Prussia any 
propositions offered by France, and act the 
part of a sincere friend. 
But England can 
make no threat to Prnssla, nor can aha posi­ 
tively promise 
to urge upon Prossia the 
acceptance of any offer which Franca may be 
disposed to make to her.” 
M. Thiers said 
upon this, that “ he saw, then, nothing to be 
looked for from England in the matter, and the 
negotiations undertaken by some of the Conti­ 
nental Powers (Rus.sia, Austria and Italy) must 
probably be suffared to fall through." 
Such is the substance of the report of a 
special IlKBALD correspondent in London of 
this momentous conference, and we have 
every reason to accept this report as substan­ 
tially correct. 
I’his, then, is the position of 
England. As she cannot recognize the French 
republio Ibo cannot undertake to act as a 
mediator in Its behalf with the King of Prussia. 
But why cannot England officially recognize 
the Freuch republic, at least as a de facto 
govommcct? 
She was quick enough In recog­ 
nizing Jeff Davis as a belligerent Power, on 
the same footing as the government of the 
United States, and why, then, docs she hesi­ 
tate In accepting the French republio ? 
It Is 
the government of France, and there le no 
other. 
The government of England is a con­ 
stitutional monarchy, under the control of 
a 
hereditary aristocracy, 
and 
to this 
aristocracy France, 
as 
a republio, 
will 
he B very Inconvenient and troublesome neigh­ 
bor. 
This ia why Earl Granville cannot recog­ 
nize the French republic. 
His policy ia pre­ 
cisely the policy of Earl Russell with Jeff 
Davis—the policy of snpprcssing republican 
governmeuta laelead of giving them a helping 
hand in their time.# of trial and danger. 
From 1789 this has been the policy throughout 
of England towards the French republic. 
England, ia short, through her governing aris­ 
tocracy, is the champion of “the divine rights 
of kings" against the dangerously ant agonísti­ 
ca! idea of the divine and sovereign rights of 
the peoples. 
Hence, while there is a chance 
for the displacement of the republic by some 
royal form of government for Franoe, England 
will not recognize the republic. 
We nra constrained, likewise, to accept the 
conclufcion of M. Thiers, that inasmuch as 
England, tho recognized bead of the European 
neutral Powers, declines to speak the word 
which will secure peace, because it will estab­ 
lish tha French republic, the hope of any 
farther efforts for peace for the present from 
tho other neutral States, separately or con­ 
jointly, must be abandoned. 
But still, from 
certain significant popular manifestations in 
London and In other great centres of publio 
opinion in England, it is possible that even the 
British Cabinet may shortly be persuaded to 
move for peace on tha Continent in order to 
avoid the dangers of a republican agitation at 
home.

R iiro p « -1 8 1 9 an d 1 8 7 0 . 
Tha European situation to-day forcibly 
recalls the memories of 1815. 
In that par­ 
ticular year the European nations felt that a 
heavy burden had beeu removed. 
For tha 
first time in fifteen years there was a chance 
to breathe, ua opportunity to speak. 
More 
than that, the whole of Europe found'itself 
engaged in crushing a common foe. 
We can­ 
not say that to-day tha situation is precisely 
the same; but it Is so like that the comparison 
is irrc8istil»le. 
1815 saw a French Emperor, 
and ho a Bonaparte, driven' into exile. 
In 
181.5 the French nation was maile to Iww the 
knee, and tho French capital was occupied 
by the invader. 
In 181.) treaties were made 
painfully humiliating to France, but strong 
enough to give Europe peace for almost fifty 
years. 
In other words, and not to go too 
much Into details, the year 1816 marked in 
Europe the commencement of a new era. 
Have we not good reason for saying that the 
year 1870 is to mark the commencement of 
another 
new era. 
Tho treaties of 1815 
are all played out. 
The ovenls of 18ÍJ0, 
1893, 
1848, 
1859, 
1866 
make 
them 
of small account. 
The events 
of this 
present year of our Lord have killed thom en­ 
tirely. Wo are now, so far as Europe is con­ 
cerned, to have a new point of departure. We 
are to have a new congress of all the great 
rowers, a new arrangement of the map of 
Enrope, fresh treaties, fresh humiliations and 
fresh triumphs. And once again poor Prance, 
so proud, so vain, so full of weakness and 


vanity. Is to 
bumbled. 
“ IfrooM oontentod, 
tbe world ie at rest. ** Is an old saying. 
WUl 
Franoe be eontented after tbe tnmtJes of 1870? 
If she oonnot help It she may euem to be. 
It 
Is no longer to be denied, however, that the 
year 1870 Is a far grandor year than tho year 
1815. 
1815 was a oompromise. 
1870 Is a 
settler. 
The Latin races are pushed into a 
corner and Papal sovereignty Is finally and for­ 
ever destroyed. 
For good or for evil the year 
1870 marks the commenoement of a new era. 
We do not forget the great Reformation of the 
sixteenth century when we say that no suoh 
revolution has taken place In Europe slnoe 
the Roman empire embraced Christianity. 
In 
the ftiture annals of maaklnd the year of our 
Lord 1870, unless we greatly mistake, will 
have a high and honorable place. 


The CI«M« mf the Natlma U r ete ry . 
The Ooroner’s jury charged with investigat­ 
ing the Nathan murder were called together 
yesterday aud formally rendered a verdict of 
death firom wounds inflicted by an Instrument 
known as a “dog" in the bands of some person 
or persons to them unknown. 
Tbe jury also 
recommended among other things that the re­ 
ward for the arrest of tbe murderer be modified 
BO os to Include immunity from proseontion for 
an acoompUee or aeoessoiy, if there should be 
such, provided he gives all tbe knowledge 
relative to the crime in his possession. 
This 
recommendation Is a very nensible one, and It 
is not creditable to the shrewdness or zeal of 
our authorities that such action has not been 
taken long ago. 
Tbe terrible struggle that 
must have cnsned at the murder of Mr. 
Nathan, the blood splashed high op on the 
wall, the broken fingers of the murdered 
man. tha disordered condition of the room, 
and the fact that Mr. Nathan himself was 
a strong old man determlmed to sell his 
life dearly, all indicate that more than one 
person was engaged in the terrible strife. 
One man could not have battered tho old man’s 
bead and body so cruelly while that old man’s 
fingers were at bis throat and come off scot 
free. 
Tho immense reward that has been so 
long unclaimed will certainly not induce tho 
murderer, if there was only one, to give him­ 
self np—^to lay down his life. In fact, for the 
money—nor will it Induce an accomplice, If 
there were more than one, to anrrender up 
himself with his comrade, unless there ia full 
immnnity guaranteed for himself. 
The two 
are bound together now by the closest ties of 
mutual interest. 
Their lives depend on their 
secrecy and they are faithful to one auother. 
But the proposed compromise with the least 
guilty will demoralize both of them. 
They 
will each dread and doubt the other. 
If there 
was but the one murderer the proffered immu­ 
nity will not make him keep his secret more 
closely than be keeps it now. 
If there were 
two the assured safety from punishment, the 
terrible dread of his companion’s treachery, 
the pangs of conscience and tho forty-seven 
thonsand dollars reward, will drive the less 
guilty one, sooner or later, to a confession. As 
it stands now, the inquest ended, tbe Nathan 
case remains an example of the ntter inoffl- 
oiency of onr detective police. 
Like tbe Bur- 
dell and Rogers murders it will always loom 
upas a black horror, the mystery of which 
nothing but the terrors of a deathbed may un­ 
ravel.

Ex-Premler Disraeli has delivered an extra 
parlimentary oration. 
He made an address 
yesterday to the members of the Buckingham­ 
shire Agricnltural Association—a solid, sub­ 
stantial, 
stiff-necked 
couservative 
set of 
Englishmen, who love roast beef and plum 
pudding and good prices in the Smithfield 
cattle market much more heartily than they 
do French democracy, brown bread and sour 
wine, and a popular embargo on the bullion 
in the bank at Paris. 
Disraeli touched a 
very delicate subject before this assemblage. 
Ua proclaimed that the world had arrived at 
the epoch and day of “ vanishing empires and 
rising republics.” This is the doctrine as of 
old—a first hint to the money changers. 
The 
ex-Chancellor 
did 
not, 
however, 
carry his exposition to any very decided 
point. 
Ha fell back on tho conservatism 
of “ render unto Caesar the things which are 
Caesar’s," and told the agriculturists that Bri­ 
tain can look on unmoved by tbe great events 
which surround her. Great Britain will look at 
anything and remain unmoved just after dinner. 
Away down in Buckinghamshire let John Bull 
have on his “ top boots" and “knee breeches,” 
and with his hands firmly thrust down in 
the pockets of tho latter, and he will ask “ who’s 
aftraid" even if an army of hungry democrats 
were at Shooter’s Hill.

Coming among us with the good 
omen of victory, and proaenting hb fine yacht, 
the Cambria, os a winner In a remarkably 
dose race ocross the oeean, Ifr. Ashbury loat. 
DO time la orranglag the preliminariaa of that 
race for tbe America’s onp, which will lony 
be 
remembered 
as 
tbe 
greatest gfory 
of the year to yachtmen, aud as a tri­ 
umph eecood only to that in which the onp* 
was first won. 
Our Yisltor has bimaelf 
described that race in terms which fully Indí­ 
cate his appreciation of its spirit and it» 
splendor. 
In simple truth, we cannot beller» 
that anythiog finer, at once os a marino fes­ 
tival and as a race, bus been seen, not even. 
ezoepUug those gorgeous processions on the 
Adriatic, with which Venice glorified herself 
in her palmy days. 
Nor must wo omit on 
observation of the significance of tbe resnlb^ 
It seems to declare Indisputably, first, thef 
superiority of the American model; next, that 
the art of shipbuilding among us has not stood 
still, os has been alleged, since 1851, bat ha» 
kept such pace tbat, while England has admit-» 
tedly made great progress, we are as far ahead 
of what she can do to-day aa we were ahead 
of what she could do then. What are the 
facta? 
The yacht with which wo won itt 
1861 beats the Cambria in 1870, but does noi 
itself win the race. 
She is beaten by three 
yachts. 
England, with all her progress, hi 
still behind tbe America, but we are far ahead 
of her, aud when that historical little craft 
shall be beaten by a boat frav the other 
Bide England wUl still havo to jjfcntend with 
onr best boats. Nine yachts b e ^ h e Cambria 
in this race—a little squadron of victors. 
Indeed, this nearly reverses the order a t 
Cowes. There tho America beat everything; 
here it might almost bo said that everything 
beat the visitor. 
It is scarcely a fortnight since the races 
from Newport harbor were first spoken oi; 
bat, it being then understood that the yachts 
were to be bronght, if possible, to a first class 
test, not an hour was lost in the work of pre­ 
paration, and vessels which had previously 
been fitted up for pleasure cruising appeared, 
on short notice, in full racing trim. 'The result 
of even those hasty improvements is already 
known. 
During the recent contests at New­ 
port American yachts camo off with flying 
colors, and, favored by the elements, niada 
better time over the course than was ever known: 
before. 
First came a race for a cup presented 
by the Vice Commodore. 
Tbe course was & 
triangular one—tho very boat that could b» 
selected. Tiie entries, including the Britiah. 
yacht Cambria, were quite numerous. For a 
stretch of nearly thirty miles thero was a 
splendid beat towiudward, and a most exciting 
contest cnsned. 
Just when victory seemed 
within her grasp the Bappiio unluckily carried 
away her maintopmast and peak halyards, and 
the prize fell to tho Palmar, tbe Cambria 
coming in second. 
On the following day twa 
match raeos, twenty miles to windward and 
back, were sailed against the Cambria by tha 
Phantom and Madeleine respectively. 
The 
British yacht was defeated by both, the Phantom 
winning by nearly half an hour, and the Made­ 
leine by some nine minutes, on allowance of 
time. Then came the race for a cup presented by 
the citizens of Newport, a gift thoroughly appre­ 
ciated by the club. 
This was, perhaps, tbe 
most inti^reatiug contest of tbe three, nothing 
being wanting to render it all. that any yachU 
man could desire. 
No previous race had been, 
characterized by such favorable circumstances, 
none by such excellent sailing, aad it turned 
out in all respects to be a good test of the 
qualities of the several contestauts. As in 
most ol the other races, the course was twoftty 
miles to windward and back. 
Shortly after 
rounding tha buoy the wind suddenly chopped 
from southwest to the uortliwest and subse­ 
quently to north, and the yachts w«5re obliged 
to beat home on the return. The Phantom 
was again victorious, the Palmer taking the 
second prizo aud tbe Dauntless coming in third, 
a few minutes behind. 
The last mentioned 
vessel, aa in the case of the .Sappho, met with 
an accident, having carried away her forctop- 
luast when off Point Judith. 
The fourth 
vessel in was the Cambria, which was beaten 
about three-quarters of an hour. 
This ended tbe series of races at Newport; 
but the season is by no means over. 
The 
summer calms will soon be substituted by 
lively autumnal breezes, and within a week 
or so some of the best races «)f the year will 
take place outside the Sandy Hook lightship. 
Among otliera will bo the contest between th« 
Cambria and the Magic, and tbe matcli race* 
between the former and tho Idler, America, 
and others. 
The cups presented by Mr. Asl»- 
biirywill alaobosaUed for in that direction, 
so that a good treat is stiU in store for thn 
lovers of sport. 
It will be seen that an exlraordioary Ímpetu» 
has been given to the sport this year. 
Never 
before was suoh great interest displayed In 
regard to yachting, and probably for every 
yacht built last year half a dozen wlU leave the 
shipyards next spring ready for competition. 
But while credit is dne onr yachtmen for their 
enterprise and liberality it must not be forgot­ 
ten that the advent of the Cambria to thia 
country has done much to promote that spirit 
of emulation so fruitful and satisfactory in its 
resfilts. 
If the Cambria has not proved alto­ 
gether successful in her competition with 
American vesselH—if she has failed to exhibit 
tbat great swiftness which many supposed she 
possessed—the pluck, manliness and thorough 
oportamanlike cbaractorUUos of hor < 
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» mott IkTonble ImpreMloo.
